“All that has happened so far 
will seem very little... . You have 
no chance, Soon we shall be com- 
ing every night and every day, 
rain, blow or snow—we and the 
Americans.” 

An R. A. F. commentator said 
that 1200 tons of bombs were 
dropped on Duisburg and Ham- 
burg on the nights of July 25 and 
26 and that the continuing attacks 
were causing “increasing concern” 
to the Nazi Government.

LOURENCO MARQUES, Por- 
tuguese East Africa, July 24 (De- 
layed) (AP).—I spent 72 days in 
a Japanese military prison. 

The days of uncertainty follow- 
ing Dec. 8, the day of the attack 
on Pearl Harbor according to Hast 
Asia time, were climaxed before 
dawn on March 5 when a squad 
of Japanese gendarmes, the mili- 
tary secret police, banged on my 
door with pistol butts and demand- 
ed that I hurry aut. 

For the next two and a half 
months armed guards watched me 
day and night. The cell was never 
dark, Arc lights blazed throughout 
the nights. There was no bed. I 
slept on the bare cold floor. 

My captors supplied only a thin 
vermin-ridden blanket which I 
dreafled to touch despite my des- 
perate need for one. 

Each mealtime I got one bowl of 
cold rice or a chunk of bread. 
They were thrust through my cell 
door by a Chinese coolie trusty. 
Drink was an infrequent gulp of a 
dish-watery tea from a filthy bat- 
tered bowl which a dozen coolies 
used without washing. 

Bed Bugs Thrived. 

Bed bugs thrived within the cell 
and they waged a constant war- 
fare. My toilet was a wooden buck- 
et. I was permitted to wash my 
face only once a day in a con- 
crete trough. The water was al- 
ways cold and only a few minutes 
were allowed as the guards kept 
up a persistent goading to hurry. 

In all the 10 weeks I was in 
jail I was allowed only two hot 
baths, and these were in a con- 
crete tank with many others. A 
few weeks passed before I was 
permitted to shave. Thereafter I 
could. shave once a week. 

The food situation was light- 
ened, too, after the first week. I 
was permitted to get food from 
the outside; and I was also al- 
lowed to have some clothing and 

blankets sent in. 

The majority of the prisoners, 
like me, were British and Ameri- 
cans and as foreigners and politi- 
cal prisoners were not supposed to 
be thrown in with common crimi- 
nals, but this was done apparently 
as a studied plan of our captors 
to break our morale by subjecting 
us to degradation. 

I was jailed in the gendarmes’ 
Shanghai headquarters, formerly a 
Chinese hotel called the Bridge 
House, so-called because of its 
situation alongside a filthy creek 
traversing the International Settle- 
ment. 

Stench From Slum. 

The jail was a wartime affair 
with cell bars of wood four inches 
square and about an inch apart, 
allowing no vision outward and lit- 
tle air inside, The place was in a 
Chinese slum district, and the 
stench as the weather got warmer 
Was overpowering. A cage 10 by 
20 feet held an average of 20 pris- 
oners and there were seven such 
cages or cells in our block. 

We had barely space to lie down 
at night. All day we sat on the 
floor, sometimes with our backs 
against the concrete walls. We 
were not allowed to talk and were 
given nothing to read. We were 
isolated from the world. No scrap 
of news was allowed to reach us. 
. Frequently the guards punished 
some whispered infraction of the 
rules and we were then forced to 
sit cross-legged or kneel for pro- 
longed periods before the sharp- 
eyed guards. 

A few minutes of this renders 
the legs of foreigners near to 
paralysis. Sometimes we were 
punished like this until we reeled. 
If the guards felt particularly irri- 
tated they entered the cells and 
belabored their victims with clubs 
or swords. 

Shoes, Glasses Taken. 

When I entered the prison, 
which the gendarmes labeled a 
place of detention and not a jail, I 
was thoroughly searched and ev- 
erything of convenience or possible 
harm was removed, even my eye 
glasses. 

My shoes were taken from me. 
This increased my suffering in the 
cell, which was cold in the raw 
March weather and low tempera- 
tures. Why I was there remained 
a partial mystery to me. No 
charges were brought. They said 
they wanted to question me but 
they did not hurry. 

I sat in the cell upwards of five 
weeks before I was questioned. 
Then many days of interogation 
began, After these sessions in one 
of the cubicles I was returned to 
the cell to await the next day's 
session.

Despite amazing secrecy of the 
titanic move, a majority of the 
Japanese in China knew that war 
with another enemy was near, 
while Americans and other for- 
eigners and Chinese wishfully felt 
it couldn’t happen. 

A million Japanese soldiers and 
another million Japanese civilians 
in China were in the know, and as 
one man they kept their mouths 
shut, 
The revelation of how Japanese 
authorities had marshalled the le- 
gions of their countrymen in China 
into regimented secrecy came out 
after Pear] Harbor. 

Had Detailed Plans. 
Then they unpocketed detailed 
plans of the war's prosecution 
which, of course, includéd use of 
uncounted thousands of Japanese 
“civilians” in China in aiding the 
armed forces in every describable 
way. 
Pear] Harbor stunned a major- 
ity of Americans in China, just as 
it did the people at home. The 
enemy’s initial successes caused 
amazement and alarm over the 
safety of Hawaii; wonderment 
about defense preparations at the 
Mid-Pacific outpost; and what the 
Army, Navy and Air Force were 
doing that December morning. 
Japanese propaganda played on 
the theme that the defenders “were 
out the night before.” 
To the elated Japanese the lick 
got in at Pearl Harbor was the 
achievement of achievements in 
their empire’s history. 

The minute Tokyo flashed the 
news of the attacks, Japan’s long- 
perfected _machine in occupied 
China went into action swiftly and 
overwhelmingly. 

With amazing promptness and 
precision, the Japanese descended 
in the early morning hours on Al- 
lied nationals, their institutions 
and offices throughout occupied 
China. 

The Associated Press office in 
Shanghai, like many others there, 
was sealed by Japanese who ar- 
rived with minutely detailed dia- 
grams of every establishment. 

The procedure clicked precisely. 
By noon everything American, 
British and Dutch had _ been 
bagged.

Soaring, But ‘Western- 
ized Thinkers’ Fear 
Disaster, Writer Says.

LOURENCO MARQUES, Portu- 
guese Hast Africa, July 25—-(De- 
layed) —({AP).— Although morale 
ran high in Japan through the 
early course of the-..war, I have 
reason to believe that many of the 
more thoughtful Japanese foresee 
a long, dreary conflict and eventu- 
al defeat.

Typical of the attitude taken by 
the Japanese ig the demand by in- 
ternment officials in Hongkong 
that Americans salute them, the 
effort at Yokohama to include in- 
ternees as exhibits in street pa- 
rades and celebrations in Singa- 
pore, 

My few contacts in the early 
days of my internment with’ ser- 
vants and guards gave the impres- 
sion they needed propaganda shots 
in the arm to override the con- 
viction of despair and national 
suicide. Thus the April 18 raid 
by Gen. James H. Doolittle’s air- 
men constituted a tremendous jolt 
to the public because the people 
returned to their earlier depres- 
sive tendencies, 

I believe that the feeling is wide- 
spread among educated Japanese 
that the country’s only salvation 
lies in elimination of the military 
clique which brought on the con- 
flict. But these individuals feel 
that this elimination process could 
be. possible only through major 
Japanese defeats. 

They believe they can step in 
and take over during chaos follow- 
ing a military disaster, Thus a 
Japanese educator urged an Amer- 
ican friend to leave the empire 
because he said that when the tide 
turned there would be a reévolu- 
tion of unpredictable. violence 
against foreigners and the mili- 
tary.

German Reporter Describes Fallen Port as 
Gigantic System of Small | 
a Fortresses. 


BERLIN (from German. broad- 
casts), July 29 (AP).—Rostov on 
the Don is a -heap of smoking 
ruins where the smell of death is 
heavy, where hungry Russian 
civilians are scavenging for food, 
Robert Broese, a Nazi reporter, 
said last night in a dispatch dated 
,at the once flourishing port. 

Broese’s report as broadcast by 
the Berlin radio said: * 

“The city had. been turned into 
one gigantic system of small fort- 
resses. Barricades were erected at 
nearly all street crossings. Some 
of these were built with bricks. 
Then there were, small pill boxes 
for machine guns, and even regu- 
lar walls were built as high as a 
man, leaving only a small opening 
for street traffic. 

“Machine gun nests were. in- 
stalled in cellars and on various 
floors of buildings, slogans were 
painted in glaring’ colors on the 
walls of houses. One still reads 
Death to the German Occupation 
Troops.’ : 

“Rostov, a beacon’ of Soviet re- 
sistance during the winter months, 
was extinguished July 24 after 
German troops fought in the city 
for four days. (The Russians said 
they evacuated the city on Mon- 
day.) 

“What remains is desolate and 
burned out—the devastating effect 
of German Stuka bombs. ... The 
air is filled with the ugly smell of 
corpses. Russian civilians working 
under German troop supervision 
are clearing the debris. It is es- 
timated that some 200,000 old men, 


women, and children of the 520,000 
population remained in the city. 

“From a partly destroyed ware- 
house some hungry old women are 
now dragging some cheap 
but their joy about this ‘delicacy’ 
is unmistakable. 

“Large Rostov warehouses which 
formerly handled a large part of 
Russian wheat exports are just a 
heap of smoking ruins. Hundreds

July 22 with several well-aimed 
bombs.” 

The Berlin radio also broadcast 
a Rostov dispatch saying that Gen. 
Konrad, described as one of Ger- 
many’s young generals in charge 
of Nazi mountain troops, had re- 
ceived foreign newspaper men in 
Rostov Sunday “a few hours after 
he had entered at the head of a 
striking force into strongly forti- 
fied Bataisk,” 20 miles south of 
Rostov. (The Russians have not 
admitted that city’s fall.

Coast in Search for Lost Flyer 


From Coast to 


Fail to Find American Whom Indian Dis- 


covered—Fight Way 


to Pacific Only to Be 


Shipwrecked, But All Return to Posts.

A CANAL ZONE PORT, July 22 
(Via Air Mail).—Deep in the say- 


age Darien jungle of Panama,/ 


an Indian chanced across a 
gaunt, starving United States sol- 
dier groping weakly for an escape 
from the great rain forest after 
his Army plane had crashed nine 
days before. 

That is the beginning of an ad- 
‘venture which has no equal in the 
United States Army, a tale of self- 
sacrifice and hardship and ap- 


plied training to make every Amer- 
ican just a little more proud of 
these men in tropical khaki here 
in Panama. 

An expedition of “bushmaster” 
jungle troops put their lives in the 
balance to search for that lost sol- 
dier. They penetrated a shadowy 

‘ region inhabited by dangerous In- 
dians and infested by. snakes, alli- 
gators,’ man-killing insects and ev- 
ery known danger of the jungle. 

Shipwrecked in Storm. 

They went in from the Atlantic 
and they came out at the Pacific, 
racked with fever, wan with hard- 
ships, alive only because they were 
trainéd to the jungle. 

They had seen sights no white 
man ever saw before, and lived to 
tell the tale. They had suffered 
hardships almost beyond endur- 
ance of human flesh. That they 
survived is a splendid tribute to 
their state of training, and their 
resourcefulness. 

And after a fortnight of in- 
credible adventures over fearful 
mountains and along dark rivers, 
they were shipwrecked in a Pa- 
cific storm and cast adrift on tiny 
rubber rafts, half-mad from the 
exhaustion of jungle tortures, too 
weak to swim a dozen strokes. 

If a small Panamanian coast- 
* se ship had not picked them up 

ctly when it did they would 
Sate perished in the ocean as 
surely as they could have perished 
there in the jungle had they been 
any less rugged. 
All Back at Posts. 

All are back at their posts now, 
still a little peaked, but ready to 
go through it again if necessary. 
They gave every shred of their 
skill and their daring to find that 
lost soldier before it was too late. 
It was heart-breaking for them 
that, in the face of their struggles, 
they discovered only a broken dug- 
out canoe and the charred remains 
of an old campfire. The jungle 
had swallowed every other trace. 

When Alfredo, the Walla Indian, 
first saw the lost soldier on the 
river bank, he recognized him for 
what he was. Alfredo, member of 

a remote San Blas tribe that re- 
members the Spanish conquista- 
dores and thus carries a legendary 
hatred of all white men, is the 
only known Walla Indian ever to 
have penetrated into the outer 
world as far as the Canal Zone. 
Alfredo gave the soldier food, 
built him a fire and remained over- 
night with him. But he dared not 
take him upriver for fear that the 
mountain tribe of Wallas would 
kill him on sight. Only Alfredo 
had ever seen a white man. 
Indian Tells Chief. 

Next morning the soldier was 
started on his way downriver in 
, &@ cayuco, or native dugout. Alfredo 
headed upriver to his village, 
stopped there a few days without 


daring to mention the white sol- 


dier to his local chief, and then 
crossed the 


to the high chief of all the San 
Blas tribes, Chief Nele Kantule, 

Kantule, long a good friend of 
the Army, knew what the presence 
of a white man meant in the 
Darien country. He got the word 
out to the military authorities, 
promising all his aid in forming 
an expedition. 

This was now late in May. The 
Army airplane had disappeared on 
the night of May 13. Even by the 
time Chief Kantule’s message came 
through, it was practically certain 
that no survivors of the crash could 
be alive. The jungle down here 
is not kind to the white man un- 
familiar with its terrors. 

One expedition of Army bush- 
masters got under way quickly, 
penetrated over the mountains and 
sent out Indian runners for any 
news of a white man. There was 
none. This expedition returned to 
the Atlantic Coast, with its own 
tale of adventures. 

Then the Army decided to do 
something that no soldiers—and no 
white man—had ever done before. 
In its desire to make every possible 


search in addition to the scores of 


aerial surveys then under way, the 
Army decided to send an expedition 
all the way down the mysterious 
and dangrous Chucunaque River, 
from one coast to the other. 
Texas Leads Group. 

A 24-year-old second lientenant 
from Thornton, Tex., Ray Riseden, 
commissioned last December after 
six years as an enlisted man, was 
the choice as the leader. He had 
had thorough training and he knew 
exactly what faced such an expe- 
dition, 

A Medical Corps officer, Lieut. 
Jules Weinberg of Revere, Mass., 
was selected as the other officer. 
Lieut. Weinberg had gone out 
with. the first expedition. He, too, 


man sought to go—although they 
ienew that the toughest ordeal of 
their lives lay ahead, that the 
chances ~* sever coming out alive 


ia 


were more than an even bet. 
“We all knew the dangers for 
us, but we figured that that soldier 
should have every possible chancé 
for rescue,” Lieut. Riseden told his 
correspondent. “We knew he 
couldn’t get out alone.” 
Two-Week Trek. 
The leader picked gix men on “a 
basis of mutual admiration, respect 
and confidence.” Their jungle 
background had long before been 
established. Lieut. Riseden select- 
ed as his companions with Lieut. 
Weinberg the following enlisted 
men: 
Sergt. Alfred L. Hind of George- 
town, Fla., a former Marine; — * 
Arnold E. Reeves of Brevard, N 
C.; Corp. Charles E. Pruiett of 
Dennison, Ill; Pvt. Loy P. McAl- 
lister of Demorest, Ga.; Pvt. Ken- 
neth E. Gourlay of Albany, N. Y., 
and Pvt. Lester L. Collins of Ma- 
con, Ga. Sergt Harry H. Steele 
Jr. of Louisville, Ky., joined them 
down the coast when Gourlay was 
stricken with fever and had to be 
sent back. 
The expedition got under way 
from the Canal Zone on June 14. 
Two weeks later, only half alive, 
they reached the Pacific. © Lieut. 
Riseden kept a diary despite all 
the hardships, 
But that’s another story.

The defense disclosed ‘that Jus- 
tice James W. Morris of the United 
States District Court for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia denied yester- 
day an application of the peti- 
tioners for permission to present 


‘|petitions for writs of habeas 


corpus. 

Sabotage Intent Denied. 

The defense freely conceded that 
all of the eight accused attend- 
ed a school near Berlin and re- 
ceived instructions and directions 
for sabotaging manufacturing and 
transportation faciljties but as- 
serted that all the petitioners had 
testified that they did not intend 
to commit sabotage. 

“In the case of two or more 
petitioners,” the brief said, “this 
testimony was definitely corrobo- 
rated by other evidence produced 
by the prosecution, All of the pe- 
titioners deny their guilt.” 

Stone Asks of Son’s Role. 
Addressing himself to Biddle, 
Chief Justice Storie said he was 
informed that his son (Maj. Lau- 
son H. Stone) was assigned to the 
defense staff and asked Biddle if 
it were true. Biddle replied that 
the defense and prosecution staffs 
were agreed that Maj. Stone did 
not participate in the habeas 
corpus proceeding, adding that 
“sounsel for both sides join in 
urging you to sit.” 

“You may proceed,” the Chief 
Justice said by way of ending any 
question as to whether he would 
participate. 

The brief made this summary of 
“certain salient facts relative to 
their conduct” prior to arrest: 

“The petitioners attended a 
school near Berlin and received 
instructions and directions as to 
industrial sabotage of manufactur- 
ing and transportation facilities. 
They were directed to commit no 
sabotage within 90 days after their 
arrival in America. They received 
no instructions or directions rela- 
tive to obtaining information of a 
military nature or communicating 
the same to Germany. They were 
expressly directed to go unarmed 
and not to kill or injure any indi- 
vidual. 

“They came to America on sub- 
marines and landed in two groups 
on the Long Island and the Florida 
Coasts. They brought certain ex- 
plosives which they buried on the 
sea shore. At the time of their ar- 
rest, they had committed no acts 
of sabotage, had taken no steps 
toward sabotage and had made no 
definite plans as to time and place 
of committing any sabotage.” 

One Held to Be. Citizen. 

The defense acknowledged that 
all of the petitioners were citizens 
of the German Reich except Her- 
bert Hans Haupt, 22 years old, 
youngest of the defendants, who 
was brought to this country when 
5 years old and acquired United 
States citizenship through his par- 
ents’ naturalization. 

Haupt contends, the defense said, 
“that his citizenship, thus acquired, 
has not been lost in any manner: 
On the contrary respondent (the 
prosecution) contends that Haupt 
has lost his citizenship.” 

The brief noted that “practically 
the sole evidence is Haupt’s own 


confession.” 

The brief outlined his actio 
from the time he left America lat 
year for a trip to Mexico and Nica- 
ragua, going to Japan “when his 
money ran low in co.” He 
signed on a German ship as a sea- 
man, later transferred to a ship 
that went 'to Germany and arriving

“Both submarines escaped our 
naval and other patrols and landed 
the petitioners under the cover of 
darkness.” 

Three of the petitioners and 
Dasch landed near Amagansett, 
Long Island. The others landed at 
Ponte Verde, Fla. 

“Each group brought ashore 
boxes of explosives, incendiaries, 
fuses, detonators and timing de- 
vices, and buried them in the sand 
near the points of landing,” the 
prosecution continued. 

“Within two weeks after they 
landed, and while in civilian cloth- 
ing, all seven petitioners and 
Dasch were taken into custody by 
special agents of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation.”

Press struck today in a dispute 
with the management over the dis- 
missal of 14 drivers.

the 14 drivers whose trucks were 
laid off six weeks ago had been 
carried on ‘the payroll although 
there was no work for them.

“These trucks were laid off in 
order to cemply with a war order 
of the United States Government 
limiting us to three editions daily 
and requiring, in addition, a 25 per 
cent reduction in truck mileage.

Plenty of Bases. 

There are sufficient airdromes in 
England as bases, according to an 
article by the air correspondent 
of The London Observer some time 
ago. He was discussing the possi- 
bility of sending out 3000 bombers 
some nights over Germany to 
maintain a 1000-a-night average, 
since bad weather conditions would 
reduce the number on other nights.

A huge ground force of main- 
tenance crews is required.

Hill’s message said: “The war is 
the supreme job before the Ameri- 
can people today. REA must do 
everything in its power to aid. 
Electricity is one of the most im- 
portant factors in the job that’s 
facing agriculture.” Slattery said: 
“Superintendents and managers 
generally are too modest about 
telling what their systems are do- 
ing.” He said they could find along 
their lines a complete refutation 
of the charge made by enemies of 
the REA in Washington that farm- 
er members of REA are impeding 
the war effort. 

Suggests Reply to Criticism. 
“When you go back home,” Slat- 
tery continued, “I wish you would 
prepare a roll call of your sons, 
brothers and other relatives who 
are serving “in the armed forces. 
I wish you would get all your 
members to prepare lists of the 
fighting men in their families. 

* “Look about your system and 
check the large number of. small 
industries that are producing war 
materials. On a recent trip 
through the Tennessee Valley area, 
I visited an REA system and 
asked the superintendent how 
many war plants his system was 
serving. He said three. Then he 
checked and found his system was 
actually serving 18—everything 
from a small pencil factory that is 
now .fmanufacturing wooden parts 
for a bombsight to a former stock- 
ing factory now turning out para- 
chutes. 


“The power companies have bit- 
terly protested against every pro- 
posal made by an REA system to 
provide electric service to war in- 
dustries of this kind, but I think 
these small decentralized indus- 
tries are contributing greatly to 
our supplies of war’ materials. I 
am sure that systems represented 
in this conference are serving sim- 
ilar small war plants.” 


Forced Suspension During War. 
Slattery referred to the recent 
suspension ‘of expansion of REA 
lines. 

“Farmers along the rights-of- 
way cleared for new lines had 
looked forward hopefully to the 
coming of electricity,” he re 
marked. “Many of them had 
bought appliances in preparation 
for the great event of electrifica- 
tion of their homes and farms. But 
for the duration of the war all that 
is left of that hope is the barren 
line of poles.” 

Managers and superintendents 
were charged by the administra- 
tor with the responsibility of do- 
ing everything in their power to 
advance the war effort and at the 
same time-to operate their lines in 
the best possible manner.

The colleges are crying for a 
clear program. The studehts are 
seriously confused because there 
is no clear program. In a few 
months the Army and the Navy 
will be very sorry indeed if they 
miss the chance to put the pro- 
gram into effect this autumn,

In broad outline the: problem is 
as follows: Not enough physically 
fit young men will be able to enter 
college this fall to provide, when 
they finish an intensive education, 
the number of candidates for of- 
ficers which the Army and Navy 
want. There should be 160,000 
physi@ally fit men going this 
autumn from high school to. col- 
lege. The colleges know by this 
time how many students.to exp. t 
and they report that they will get 
only 120,000 physically fit young 
men. The reason is that the miss- 
ing 40,000 cannot afford to come 
to college. Their families, largely 
white collar, have stationary in- 
comes squeezed by high taxes: and 
high prices. Moreover, the boys 
out of high school who should be 
getting the education to become 
combat officers are being pulled 
away from the colleges to the war 
industries by the attraction of high 
wages. It is plain, therefore, that 
a way must be found to finance a 
college education for at least 50,- 
000 (allowing f-r failures, misses, 
accidents and illness), young men 
who meet the Army and Navy 
standard of physical fitness. 
Besides this year’s freshmen, 
there are the men already in col- 
leges who should finish their 
courses as rapidly as possible so 
that they can go to the officers’ 
training camps.. Most of the col- 
leges now have compressed the 
four-year course into about ‘three 
years by giving up the summer 
vacation, But here again many of 
the students need financial help. 
According to the best estimates 
two-thirds of all students earn all 
or part of their college expenses. 
The summer vacation is the time 
when they earn the most. As a 
result we find that only one college 
in 20 has as much ‘as 90 per cent 
of. its students on a 12-month 
course in such essential fields as 
engineering, physics and chemis- 
try: This is an old and rich col- 
lege which has been able to pro- 
vide about $400,000 to help its stu- 
dents keep on studying. In most 
other colleges a very large number 
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t once to fight. It is sometimes 
d that since so many students 
earn their way now, the system is 
democratic enough. But this leaves 
out of account the fact that stu- 
dents who earn their way come 
from families which are well 
enough off at least to get along 
without the money their sons could 
earn. The children of the poor 
have to become breadwinners at 
the earliest moment.

7TNALLX, the clinching reason 
for setting up at once an or- 
derly system of college training is 
that the draft age is surely going 
to ‘be lowered as soon as the needs 
of the nation get the better of the 
fears of the politicians. Now when 
that happens, it will be worse than 
awkward if a large number of 18 
and 19 year old men are deferred 
in the colleges simply because they 
can afford to go to college, if an 
equally large number of young 
men of equal ability are drafted 
into the ranks because their fam- 
ilies are too poor to send them to 
college. 

It is, therefore, urgently neces- 
sary to democratize the training 
for officers and specialists at once 
so that when the draft reaches 
down to the younger men, there 
will be no favoritism and no griey- 
ances based on the dollar sign. 


. . + 
The program for doing what is 
needed has been worked out in all 
its essentials and there are two or 
three different ways of putting it 
into effect. We can feel confident, 
I believe, that the program is in 
the hands of men who know what 
they are doing. The immediate 
question for the public is how to 
press for a clear and prompt deci- 
sion within the administration and 
then to push the program through 
Congress soon enough so that ‘no 

precious time is lost.

IN U. 8. WORSE, OPA SAYS 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion, reporting critical sugar short- 
ages in Louisiana and Texas, an- 
nounced last night that submarine 
warfare in the Caribbean and di- 
version of shipping had caused the 
outlook for future sugar supplies 
“from Cuba and Puerto Rico to 
“take a turn for the worse.” 

OPA said the drastic drop in re- 
fineries stocks in the Gulf area 
was directly attributable to sub- 
marine attacks. 

The Gulf refining area involved 
is that which was recently report- 
ed as having sugar surpluses so 
large as to tax warehouse facilities. 
Present sugar stocks at Louisiana 
and Texas refineries approximate 
60,000 tons, OPA said, compared 
with a normal stock at this season 
of 200,000 tons. 

To meet the shortage situation, 
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OPA asked refiners in ‘the two} 
states to withdraw from the_sugar 
market in Indiana, Illinois and 
Ohio until Sept. i.

In Caribbean 


Big .Convoys Travel 
Once - Dangerous 
Sea in Relative 


Safety.

ABOARD A UNITED STATES 
WARSHIP IN THE CARIB- 
BEAN SEA ON A RECENT,

REAT convoys of merchant 

ships are plowing with relative 

safety through these ouce-Can- 
gerous waters. 

United States Navy men are 
successfully matching wits with 
and out-maneuvering undersea 
marauders that littered the sea 
with sunken ships in days before 
convoying began. 

This reporter and an Associated 
Press photographer, Earl Shugars, 
are aboard a swift, hard-hitting 
warship which escorted the first 
Caribbean convoy to its destination 
and is returning with another to a 
United States port, 


No Torpedoes Fired. 

Lieut. Com. John F. Walsh, form- 
er instructor of ordnance at the 
Naval Academy and a veteran of 
foreign service, directed the first 
convoy as commanding officer of 
this warcraft. So successfully has 
he outwitted and out-maneuvered 
submarines that not one torpedo 
has been fired at our fleet of mer- 
chantmen despite several skirm- 
ishes. 

Walsh summed up the new order 
for Axis raiders by saying: 

“They may sink ships, but from 
now on they fight for every one 
they get.” - 

For tactical reasons of his own 
Walsh on one occasion ignored 
one submarine only 30 miles away 
which offered no threat to the 
convoy, yet later sent his fight- 
ing ship at high speed to a point 
50 niles distant to seek out and 
attempt to destroy another sub- 


surface raider. ‘Two tremendous 
depth charge barrages were re- 
leased against it. 

Raider Outwitted. 

Another time the officer ordered 
the entire convoy. to perform a 
simple maneuver which caused it 
to disappear as far as a trailing 
submarine was concerned. 

Lieut. George M. Hagerman of 
Richmond, Va., flushed a subma- 
rine by deciding that an attack 
could be expected from a certain 
quarter if an Axis craft was in 
the vicinity. Factors that led 
to his decision cannot be related, 
but locating. devices responded.

EL ALAMEIN, July 27 (De 
layed).—After a day of compulsory 
quiet due to a sandstorm, the Aus- 
tralians, South Africans and New 
Zealanders went into action last 
night (Sunday).

“Ruin Ridge,” a long, thin rise of 
ground southwest of Zl Alamein, 
and took their objective plus many 
German prisoners. 

Farther south the South African 
infantry advanced to an enemy 
minefield while the New Zealand- 
ers made a similar operation else- 
where as a diversion to keep the 


enemy guessing. At dawn the in- 
evitable German counterattack 
went in, supported by tanks, 

This evening Ruin Ridge, called 
on the map, Sanyat El Miteriya, 
is in enemy hands again. Attacks 
and counterattacks often work out 
that way, but as a whole, since July 
10, the British and Imperials have 
been gradually pushing the enemy 
westward off points of ground 
higher than the rest of the desert, 
which are important, 


Noontime—Since dawn today 
(Monday) both outgoing and in- 
coming shells have been whirring 
over the Alamein positions, 

Today I saw German prisoners

Congress should follow a policy 
of “too much and too soon” rather 
than “too little and too late” in the 
war program, Congressman Walter 
C. Ploeser of the Twelfth District 
asserted last night in a talk before 
the Gravois Farmers’ Club at La- 
clede Station road and Gravois. 


Non-war expenditures should be 
cut to the bone, he said, sufficient 
taxes should be collected “to give 
us a fighting chance at economic 
balance after the war,” and Con- 
gress should demand frankness and 
fairness “from the multitude of 
bureaucrats and war administra- 
tors” in dealing with war problems. 

“That I have performed to the 
limit of my ability on these points 
is a matter of record,” Ploeser con- | 
tinued. 

Worked to Cut Spending. 

“T have been one of the group 
that has worked unceasingly to 
cut non-essential expenditures, and 
I can report that we have at least 
partly succeeded, by reductions of 
about one and a half billion dol- | 
lars. | 

“My record as a member of the 
House special committee on Small 
Business is an open book of con- 
stant effort to keep the small busi- 
ness man alive during this strenu- 
ous war effort. I served on the 
original Small Business Committee, 
which started working on these 
many problems in the summer of 
1941.

Thurman Arnold Says‘They Af- 
fected Nearly Every Great In- 
dustry in Ameriéa. 

NEW YORK, July 29 (AP).— 
Thurman Arnold, head of the 
anti-trust division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, asserted last night 
that “by agreement with our ene- 
mies,” American patents had beén 
used to stifle production of essen- 
tial materials. 

International cartels, he told the 
annual meeting of the American 
Business Congress, “have made 
their own foreign economic policy, 
erected secret protective trade bar- 
riers, parceled out our foreign mar- 
kets, given information to our ene- 
mies and even assisted them in 
production, and refused. to. sell 
necessary military material to our 
allies. 

“Germany obtained much of its 
initial advantage in production by 
exploiting the desire of the leaders 
of American patent cartels to be 
free from competition at home and 
abroad. 

“The extent of this evil is illus- 
trated by the fact that recently the 
anti-trust division uncovered a list 
of 162 cartel agreements, affecting 
American business, penetrating 
nearly every great industry, made 
with I. G. Farben of Germany. A 
large part of these agreements are 
based on the abuse of the patent 
privilege.”

XPLORE your kitchen for spe-

“I could never tire of playing 
Andy Hardy’s mother on the 
screen,” says Fay Holden. “It’s a 
part I’ve grown to know so inti- 
mately.

That was 30 years ago. Today 
Mae Marsh is still in pictures. She 
is the mother of a boy and two 
girls, one grown, and is under con- 
tract to 20th: Century-Fox. There 
are a few crows’ feet at the corners 
of her eyes, but she’s still tiny 
and sweet and apparently ageless. 
On the sets, where she plays 
mostly small parts, in the dining 
room, wherever she is, Miss Marsh 
is always surrounded by young 
girls. She’s one of them and one 
of the most popular.

She 
had a good role in “Tales of Man- 
yattan,” as the wife of James 
Gleason. Now she’s completing

Calling All Women

OU might as well know the 
Y trutn, The usual inspirational 

treatise inspires only one reac- 
tion in me—to roll over and take a 
nice, long, refreshing nap. And 
then write something about dogs 
or prize fights. But at last I’ve 
found something that hits me, as 
well ag you, where we live in these 
war days. It’s a book by Keith 
Ayling named “Calling All Women” 
(Harper & Bros., publishers), And 
it’s the most practical, readable 
treatise that I’ve seen on the sub- 
ject. 

Here, for once, is an author who 
doesn’t get all frothed up over sex 
distinctions. He doesn’t try to 
pretty-please the home girls or 
placate the lordly male: He sees 
clearly that there’s a whale of a 
job to be done and that it is up 
to all citizens to do that job re- 
gardless of sex. He tells about that 
job as it concerns women, in all 
its ramifications—Red Cross, Amer- 
ican Women’s Voluntary Service, 
United Service Organization, Office 
of Civilian Defense, Civilian Air 
Patrol, etc. Each department, with 
all its duties, is described simply, 
practically, with an eye always to 
the average woman's main job of 
home-making, It does not urge 
women to ditch that main job or 
to blow her lid because she thinks 
she’d look irresistible in a uniform. 
But it does tell her how she can 
use her spare hours in national 
defense which she once spent gab- 
bling over the back fence or dish- 
ing the dirt over the phone to 
Maybelle. 

And to Keith Ayling’s everlast- 
ing credit be it said that he paints 
no pretty pictures. War is war and 
its grim lies over every 
task he describes. He is writing 
to, and for, serious, patriotic citi- 


zens, women who can take it, who 
will work as hard and loyally, with- 
out whimpering, as any man. The 
others—the gabblers and the sneer- 
ers. and idlers that collect in hotel 
lobbies—he dubs “fur-bearing ani- 
mals.” Which should hold 
tizzies for at least a momentary 
pause.

Incidentally, he voices some 
amazing and cheerful notions about 
our sex. Women spies, for exam- 
ple. Chances are you wouldn’t en- 
trust your most treasured secret 
to the girl friend, even if you are 
a woman, And the male opinion 
of female reliability has been both 
noisy and notorious for ages. But 
listen to.this: - 

“I remember. vividly, too, after 
the last war, talking to the head 
of the European spy ring, whose 
experience. went back to Russia 
before the Japanese war and who 
had worked for many rations. 
When I met him he was engaged 
in counterespionage. I asked him 
why it was that so many women 
made successful spies, expecting to 
get the usual answer that it was 
because they were beautiful and 
because men were inclined to talk 
to attractive women. Instead, he 
expressed other opinions, ‘Women,’ 
he Said, ‘invariably mind their own 
business and will never talk about 
their business--unless thty are 
very foolish ones, and those are 
the kind we don’t employ.’ He told 
me, and I have no reason to doubt 
him, that in Europe at that time 
some of the best agents were wom- 
en, and the kind of women who 
had never sat on the right side ofa
